The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8S. W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


Attention is called to the following reply given by the President of 
the Board of Trade on the 17th February to a question in the House 
of Commons, viz. : 

“Tt is the present intention of the Board of Trade to hold a 
British Industries Fair in the early spring of each year.” 





BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1916. 


The second “ British Industries Fair,” organised by the Commer- 
vial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at the unanimous 
request of the exhibitors at the Fair held in May last year, regarding 
which notices have appeared in recent issues of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal, was opened at the Victoria and Albert Museum, South 
Kensington, S.W. on the 21st February. 

In order that the manufacture of munitions and other Government 
supplies should in no way be interfered with, it was decided to con- 
fine the Fair this year to manufacturers in the following trades :— 
Toys and Games; China and Earthenware; Glass and Glassware ; 
Fancy Goods ; and Printing and Stationery. In spite of this limitation 
there was a large demand for space from exhibitors. A catalogue 
has been prepared by the Board of Trade giving a list ot exhibitors, 
together with plans showing the arrangement of stalls. 

On the opening day a visit was paid to the Fair by Her Majesty 
the Queen, who was conducted through the [Exhibition by the 
President of the Board of Trade. 

‘The Commercial Intelligence Branch has established a temporary 
office at the Fair, where information may be obtained by manufacturers 
and buyers of British goods on general trade matters, such as names 
of United Kingdom manufacturers of articles not exhibited, lists of 
importers of goods in foreign countries, rates of import duties and 
Customs’ regulations abroad, freights and shipping facilities, statistics 
of trade, commercial travellers’ regulations abroad, &c. Memoranda 
summarising in handy form particulars of the rates of duties, 
Customs’ formalities, &c., in-the principal foreign markets for the 
goods exhibited have been prepared by the Branch and can be 
obtained by firms interested at the temporary offices at the Fair. 

Toy Section.—In this Section the exhibitors are well satisfied with 
the results up to date, many of last yéar’s exhibitors having booked a 
larger volume of orders during the first week than during the whole 
run of last year’s Fair. There is afar greater variety of toys displayed 
this year, and a most marked improvement in the quality and finish. 
A large business is being done in cheap toys, especially in the 1d. 
and 6d. lines. Several of the soft toy firms have already sold their 
entire output for months ahead. There has been a good number of 
foreign buyers, and exhibitors are paying special attention to export

business. Bnyers have expressed their satisfaction with the exhibits, 
and are very pleased with the varied range of toys they are able to 
purchase. Some firms are experiencing a little difficulty in booking 
orders for late delivery owing to the unsettled state of the market in 
raw materials. The splendid collection of ingenious mechanical toys 
has arrested the attention of a great number of visitors, and it 
is apparent that a large business can be built up in this branch of 
the toy industry. Many of these toys can be easily manipulated by 
quite young children, and owing to their simplicity and strength will 
not readily get out of order. The great progress which has been made 
during the past twelve months in the toy trade generally inspires 
confidence in the ability of British makers to compete successfully 
both in the home and overseas markets with foreign productions. 


Printing and Stationery Section.— Not withstanding the apprehension 
recently felt by printers and stationers in regard to adequate supplies 
of wood pulp, it is interesting to learn that these difficulties are 
to some extent being satistactorily met. A large number of 
enquiries has been received during the last ten days at the stands in 
the Printing and Stationery Sections, and it is felt that excellent 
business relations are being established for future trade. Some 
printers are making a speciality of printing on satin for calendars, 
box tops, and insets for advertising matter, etc. ‘The specimens on 
exhibition are of a high standard and have attracted considerable 
attention. ‘The business done generally in this section has been 
more than satisfactory, and in many cases exhibitors have intimated 
that during the first week of the present Fair they booked more orders 
than during the whole period of last year’s Fair. 


Pottery and Glass Section.—In this Section exhibitors are showing 
numerous lines which were almost a monopoly of enemy firms before 
the war. Tor instance, dolls’ heads and limbs were scarcely heard of 
as British productions, but now, owing to the initiative of various 
manufacturers in the Potteries, a splendid collection is offered to toy 
manufacturers. ‘The samples exhibited are a great improvement on 
the earlier productions and manufacturers are quite satirfied with the 
results obtained at the Fair. A large amount of business has also 
been done in the cheap earthenware productions. Some of these are 
particularly interesting, as they are very tastefully decorated, and 
will compete quite favourably with the productions of German firms 
of a similar nature. In the better class earthenware and china the 
exhibitors are satisfied with the business they are doing, and there is 
every reason to believe that the pottery manufacturers generally wil! 
be able to hold their own against all competition after the war. 

In glassware the exhibits are of a very high standard and are 
attracting general attention. One of the outstanding features is the 
very comprehensive range of laboratory ware, which has been 
examined by various well-known scientists, who have expressed their 
satisfaction that this particularly important industry is now being 
developed in this country. These productions have withstood very 
severe tests, and it is claimed that the quality is quite as good as that 
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of Jena glass. Lighting glass is also shown in great variety, and the 
manufacturers producing this class of article have every reason to be 
satisfied with the orders they have booked. Pressed glass is also 
attracting a great number of buyers, and there is no doubt that the 
manufacturers of this particular class of article will be very busy for 
some time to come. 


Fancy Goods Section.—The feature of the Fancy Goods Section this 
year appears to be the strength of the fancy leather goods exhibited. 
There is a marked improvement in the style and finish of the bags 
displayed and in the extent of the ranges shown. It will be 
remembered that last year the firms stated that they had consider- 
able difficulty in securing a sufficient number of the metal frames 
for the bags. It is satistactory to know that since last year’s Fair 
the ranges in bag frame patterns have been greatly extended, 
Cheap metal cigarette cases, in the styles that were formerly 
German, are being shown. ‘There is an excellent display of all kinds 
of articles in this Section, and, making due allowance for the 
enhanced price of raw materials, the dearth of labour, Xc., there is 
every reason to believe that goods are being manufactured at com- 
petitive prices. It is understood that very large orders have been 


booked. 


The Fair will close to-morrow (Friday) evening at 5 o’clock.

SECOND TRADE FAIR AT SYDNEY, N.S.W. 


With reference to the notice on p. 298 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 4th November last, relative to an exhibition organised 
by the Sydney (N.S.W.) Chamber of Commerce, illustrative of goods 
made in Australia and other parts of the British Empire, as well as of 
manufactures of Allied countries, the ‘‘ Australian Statesman and 
Mining Standard” of 20th January reports that another Trade Fair, 
organised by the Chamber, was opened on 12th January at the 
Town Hall, Sydney, by the State Governor.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY (NEUTRAL 
COUNTRIES) PROCLAMATION, 1916. 
Statutory List of Firms in Greece, Morocco,* Netherlands, Norway, 
Portugal, Portuguese East Africa,* Spain, and Sweden with whom 
Trading is prohibited. 





By true KING. 
A PROCLAMATION 
Prohibiting Trading with Certain Persons, or Bodies of Persons, 
of Enemy Nationality or Enemy Associations. 
GEORGE R.I. 

Whereas by the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of 
Powers) Act, 1915, it is enacted that We may by Our Royal 
Proclamation prohibit all persons or bodies of persons, incor- 
porated or unincorporated, resident, carrying on business, or 
being in the United Kingdom from trading with any persons 
or bodies of persons even though not resident or carrying on 
business in enemy territory or in territory in the occupation of 
the enemy (other than persons or bodies of persons, incorporated 
or unincorporated, residing or carrying on business solely within 
Our Dominions) wherever by reason of the enemy nationality or 
enemy association of such persons or bodies of persons, incor- 
porated or unincorporated, it appears to Us expedient so to do. 

And whereas it appears to Us expedient to prohibit all persons 
or bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorporated, resident, 
sarrying on business, or being in the United Kingdom from 
trading with any of the persons or bodies of persons mentioned 
in the list hereunder written, by reason of the enemy nationality 
or enemy association of such last-mentioned persons or bodies 
of persons: 

Now, therefore, We have thought fit, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our Royal Proclamation 
declaring and it is hereby declared as follows :— 

1. All persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or unincor- 
porated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the United 
Kingdom are hereby prohibited from trading with any of the 
persons or bodies of persons mentioned in the list hereunder 
written, which list, with such variations therein or additions 





* Notge.— Under the Trading with the Enemy Proclamations of 25th June and 
10th November, 1915, all Proclamations relating to Trading with the Enemy apply 
to all persons or bodies of persons of enemy nationality, resident or carrving on 
business in Morocco or Portuguese Fast Africa, and consequently it is an offence to 
trade with any person or body of persons of enemy nationality resident or carrying 
on business in Morocco or Portuguese East Africa, even though such person or body 
of persons is not included by name in the abcve list, and the omission of the name of 
any such person or body of persons from such list is not an authority or licence to 
trade with such person or body of persons. 
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thereto as may be made by any Order made by the Lords of the 
Council on the recommendation of a Secretary of State under 
the power in that behalf given by Section 1, sub-section (2) of 
the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, 
shall be called, and is hereinafter referred to as, the “‘ Statutory 
List.’’ 

2. For the purposes of this Proclamation a person shall be 
deemed to have traded with a person or body of persons men- 
tioned in the Statutory List if he enters into any transaction 
or does any act with, to, on behalf of, or for the benefit of, 
any such person or body of persons which if entered into or 
done with, to, on behalf of, or for the benefit of, an 
enemy would be trading with the enemy, and accordingly 
Our Proclamation relating to Trading with the Enemy, of the 
ninth day of September, nineteen hundred and fourteen, as 
amended by any subsequent Proclamation, shall apply with 
respect to the persons or bodies of persons mentioned in the 
Statutory List as if for references in such Proclamations to 
enemies there were substituted references to the persons and 
bodies of persons mentioned in the Statutory List, and for 
references to the dates of the said Proclamations, and the out- 
break of war, there were substituted references to the date of 
this Proclamation or in respect of any person or body of persons 
hereafter added to the Statutory List the date of the Order 
adding him or them to the Statutory List. 


3. The provisions of the Trading with the Enemy Acts, 1914 
to 1916, and of the Customs (War Powers) Acts, 1915 and 1916, 
and all other enactments relating to Trading with the Enemy, 
shall, subject to such exceptions and ad: aptations as are prescribed 
by Order in Council of even date herewith or as may be pre- 
scribed by any Order in Council hereafter to be issued, apply 
in respect of the persons and bodies of persons mentioned in the 
Statutory List, as if for references in such enactments to tradin 
with the enemy there were substituted references to trading wit 
the persons and bodies of persons mentioned in the Statutory 
List, and for references to enemies there were substituted refer- 
ences to the persons and bodies of persons mentioned in the 
Statutory List, and for references to offences under the Trading 
with the Enemy Acts, 1914 to 1916, or any of those Acts, there 
were substituted references to offences under the Trading with 
the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915. 


4. Nothing in this Proclamation shall be taken to prohibit : — 
(a) Any person or body of persons, incorporated or unincor- 
porated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the 
United Kingdom who is engaged in any neutral country In 
the business of insurance from carrying on such business 
with or through the agency of any of the persons or bodies 
of persons mentioned in the Statutory List; 
(b) Any person or body of persons, incorporated or unincor- 
porated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the 
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United Kingdom who is engaged in working any Railway 
or other service of Public Utility in any neutral country 
under any Charter, Grant, or Concession made by the Gov- 
ernment of, or by any Provincial or Municipal Authority 
in, any such country from trading with any of the persons 
or bodies of persons mentioned in the Statutory List, so far 
only as is necessary to enable the person or body of persons 
engaged in working such Railway or other service of Public 
Utility to comply with or fulfil the obligations or conditions 
of the Charter, Grant, or Concession under which the working 
of the Railway or other service of Public Utility is carried 
on; or 

(c) Any person or body of persons, incorporated or unin- 
corporated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the 
United Kingdom from entering into any transaction or 
doing any act which shall be permitted by Our Licence or 
by any Licence given on Our behalf by a Secretary of State 
or by any person authorised in that behalf by a Secretary 
of State whether such Licence be specially granted to an 
individual or be announced as applying to classes of persons.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY, 


Exceptions and Adaptations made in the Trading with the Enemy 
Acts, 1914 to 1916, and in the Customs (War Powers) (No. 2) Act, 
1915 and the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1916. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 29th day of 
February, 1916. 
PRESENT : 
The KING'S Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas by a Royal Proclamation, bearing even date here- 
with, called ‘‘ The Trading with the Enemy (Neutral Countries) 
Proclamation, 1916,’’ and issued under the provisions of the 
Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, it is 
declared that all persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or 
unincorporated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the 
United Kingdom are prohibited from trading with any of the 
persons or bodies of persons mentioned in the List in such 
Proclamation (which List is therein and herein called the Statu- 
tory List), and that the provisions of the Trading with the 
Enemy Acts, 1914 to 1916, and of the Customs (War Powers) 
Acts, 1915 and 1916, and all other enactments relating to trading 
with the enemy shall, subject to such exceptions and adaptations 
as are prescribed by Order in Council of even date therewith, 
meaning thereby this Order or as may be prescribed by any 
Order in Council hereafter to be issued, apply in respect of the 
persons and bodies of persons mentioned in the Statutory List 
as if for references in such enactments to trading with the enemy 
there were substituted references to trading with the persons and 
bodies of persons mentioned in the Statutory List and for refer- 
ences to enemies there were substituted references to the persons 
and bodies of persons mentioned in the Statutory List. 

And whereas it is expedient to make such exceptions and 
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adaptations in the provisions of the said Acts and enactments as 
are herein prescribed: — 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) 
Act, 1915, or otherwise vested in Him, is pleased, by and with 
the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered as follows :— 

1. The said Acts and enactments shall apply in respect of the 
persons and bodies of persons mentioned in the Statutory List 
as if for references therein to trading with the enemy there were 
substituted references to trading with the persons and bodies 
of persons mentioned in the Statutory List, and for references to 
enemies there were substituted references to those persons and 
bodies of persons, and for references to offences under the Trading 
with the Enemy Acts, 1914 to 1916, or any of those Acts, there 
were substituted references to offences under the Trading with 
the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, and subject to the 
following exceptions and adaptations, that is to say :— 


A. In the application of the Trading with the Enemy Act, 
1914 :— 
For the reference in Section I to the 4th day of August, 
1914, shall be substituted a reference to the date of this 
Order, or in respect of any person or body of persons added 
to the Statutory List to the date of the Order adding him 
or them to the Statutory List. 


B. In the application of the Trading with the Enemy Amend- 
ment Act, 1914:— 


(1) Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 shall not apply. 


(2) Tor the references in Section 6 to the commencement 
of the present War, and to the 19th day of November, 1914, 
wherever such expressions respectively occur, shall be sub- 
stituted references to the date of this Order, or in respect of 
any person or body of persons added to the Statutory List 
to the date of the Order adding him or them to the Statutory 
List. 


(3) For the reference in Section 7 to the commencement 
of the present War shall be substituted a reference to the 
date of this Order, or in respect of any person or body of 
persons added to the Statutory List to the date of the Order 
adding him or them to the Statutory List.

C. The Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1915, shall 
not apply. 

D. In the application of the Customs (War Powers) (No. 2)

the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 
1915. 

FE. In the application of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 
1916 : —

relating to trading with the enemy shall be deemed to 
include a reference to contravention of the Trading with 
the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915.

And whereas, having regard to the small value of the articles 
specified in the Se hedule to this Order, it is inexpedient that the 
new import duty should be charged on those articles : 

Now, therefore, we, being two of the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty’s Treasury, in pursuance of the power conferred on 
Us by the said sub-section (5), hereby order as follows :— 

The articles mentioned in the Schedule to this Order shall be 
exempt from the duty imposed on the said articles by sub-section 
(1) of the said Section 13.

ROYAL COMMISSION ON PAPER. 


Regulations as to Licences for the Importation of Paper and 
Paper-making Materials. 


The Royal Commission on Paper has drawn up a set of Regulations 
relative to the grant of licences for the importation of paper and 
paper-making materials, among which the following are noted :— 

1. On and after Ist March, 1916, no paper or paper-making 
material shall be imported by any persons other than those who are 
licensed by the Commission, or by an agent acting on behalf of a 
person so licensed. | 
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2. Licences may be granted to paper makers to import during the 
twelve months commencing Ist March, 1916, two-thirds of the 
weight of imported materials which they consumed in the standard 
year. Licences may also be granted in exceptional cases to dealers 
in paper-making materials at the discretion of the Commission. 

3. Licences may be granted to importers of paper to import during 
the twelve months commencing Ist March, 1916, two-thirds of the 
weight of paper which they imported in the standard year. 

4. The standard year shall be the year 1914. 

5. Licences will be granted subject to the condition that the 
licensees comply with the regulations and requirements of the Cum- 
mission as to the distribution of the materials and paper imported 
and of the paper made from the imported materials. 

6. The licences issued will be subject to withdrawal by the Com- 
mission at any time. 

7. Applications must be made to the Commission for a licence to 
import paper or paper-making materials before the desired imports 
reach this country. The application for the first licence desired by 
any person must be accompanied by a statutory declaration of (1) the 
total weight of paper imported, and/or imported paper-making 
materials consumed by the applicant during the standard year, 
and/or by others in the United Kingdom on his behalf, and (2) the 
stock he had of imported paper-making materials on Ist March, 1916. 

8. The importer is the perron who has bought or ordered the 
paper or paper-making materials which it is desired to import, directly 
from a person out of the United Kingdom, or through an agent here 
of such person, 

9. Licences will not be granted to agents unless the paper or 
paper-making materials they desire to import are unsold, and are 
imported by the agent on his own account as a dealer.

23. For the purposes of these regulations, the word “ paper” 
includes all kinds of paper and cardboard, including strawboard, 
pasteboard and mii] pulp board, and manutactures of paper and card- 
beard, such as printed forms, paper for writing with printed headings, 
calendars, showcards, posters, labels, colour and lithographic printing 
other than in book form, and catalogues and price lists printed for 
persons in the United Kingdom, and all periodical publications 
exceeding 16 pages in length imported otherwise than in single copies 
through the pust. 

The word * person” includes any firm, company or corporation.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is notified 
by the War Trade Department that, subject to the exceptions herein- 
after stated, all applications for licences for export to Denmark of pro- 
hibited or restricted goods should be accompanied by a guarantee to 
be obtained by the Danish consignee from the Danish Chamber of 
Manufacturers or from the Merchants’ Guild of Copenhagen, accord- 
ing to the respective status of the consignee, in order that the ship- 
ment from this country to Denmark may be facilitated. 

The following goods are for the present excepted from this 
requirement, viz. :— 

British coal and coke; petroleum and its products, except paraftin 
wax ; mineral lubricants and castor oil; tinplates, terne plates, and 
black plates exported from the United Kingdom ; and motor tyres 
and tubes.

BLOCKADE OF THE CAMEROONS RAISED. 


With reference to the notices on p. 300 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 29th April, 1915, and p. 96 of the issue of 15th January 
last, relative to a blockade of the coast of the Cameroons, it is notified

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BANKING TRANSACTIONS RELATING TO 
SHIPMENTS TO NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 


The following announcements have been received from the 
Foreign Trade Department of the Foreign Office :— 

Merchants and others are reminded that where a letter of 
credit is issued for the financing of merchandise shipped either 
from the United Kingdom or froin overseas to a neutral country 
in Kurope, or where documents relating to the shipment of such 
goods are handled in any form by banks or other institutions in 
this country, the banks and institutions are required before under- 
taking the business to insist upon the production of a declara- 
tion signed by the consignee and countersigned by the con- 
signee’s banker in the neutral country that the goods are for 
consumption only in the country to which they are shipped. The 
form of declaration may be obtained from any banker in the 
United Kingdom. The absence of such declarations has caused 
prejudicial delays. 

Goods for Denmark. 


In the case of articles coming within the scope of the Agree- 
ment of the 19th November, 1915, between His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and the Merchants’ Guild of Copenhagen and the Danish 
Chamber of Manufacturers, a declaration that the goods in ques- 
tion are duly covered by a guarantee given either by the 
Merchants’ Guild of Copenhagen or by the Danish Chamber 
of Manufacturers, as the case may be, is required in lieu of the 


usual declaration. 





GOODS FOR SOUTH AFRICA, VIA LOURENCO 


MARQUES. 

The following announcement has been issued by the War 
Trade Department :— 

Exporters of goods to British South Africa are hereby notified 
that goods which can ordinarily be exported without a licence to 
ports in British South Africa may now also be exported without 
a licence for delivery in places in the Union of South Africa 
even though sent vid the Port of Lourenco Marques, provided that a 
copy of the bill of lading for any goods shipped by the Lourengo 
Marques route is forwarded direct by the exporter to the agent for 
the Government of the Union of South Africa at Lourengo Marques. 





PASSENGER TRAFFIC FROM FRANCE TO THE 
UNITED KINGDOM, 


New Passport Regulations. 
The Secretary of the War Office makes the following announce- 


ment :— 

On and after Ist March the following regulations will apply to the 
passenger tr«ffic from France to the United Kingdom :— 

All passengers must obtain a visa to their passports from the 
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British Bureau de Controle in Paris (18, Rue Chauveau Lagarde, 
Boulevarde Malesherbes), subject to the following exceptions :— 


(1) Residents in the Departments of Pas de Calais, Somme, 
Seine Inférieure, Calvados, and Manche may apply for a 
risa to the British Consular officers at Havre or Dieppe. 

(2) Residents in Brittany who are subjects of Allied States 
may apply for a visa to the British Vice-Consul at St. Malo. 

(3) British subjects who disembark at Marseilles from vessels 
arriving from ports Kast of Suez or from Egypt, and who 
are proceeding direct to the United Kingdom, may obtain 
a visa from the British Consul-General at Marseilles. 

(4) Persons who have obtained permission from the Military 
Authorities to embark at Calais or Boulogne should apply 
to the British Consular officers at those ports. 





LOSS OF MAILS ON THE SS. “MALOJA.” 


The Postmaster-General notifies that the mails on board the 
Peninsular and Oriental Packet ‘ Maloja” contained only a few 
letters especially marked by the senders for transmission by 
the long sea route. In ordinary course the Packet would have 
received her letter mails at Marseilles. There was, however, 
a considerable quantity of mails on board containing commercial 
papers, printed papers, newspapers and samples for Egypt, 
Aden, British Kast Africa, Zanzibar, India, Persian Gulf Ports, Malay 
States, Straits Settlements, North Borneo, Sarawak, Siam, Manila, 
Dutch East Indies and Hong Kong, which reached the General Post 
Office, London, after midnight on 22nd February and up to the 
evening of 25th February. 

There were also parcel mails on board for Gibraltar, Tangier, Morocco, 
Malta, Egypt, Cyprus, Aden, British Somaliland and India containing 
parcels which reached the General Post Office, London, after 16th 
February and before the evening of 23rd February. 

The parcels for the British Forces in the Mediterranean which 
reached the Army Parcel Office, London, up to 23rd I*ebruary were 
also on board. 

Registration or insurance with the Post Office does not cover war 
risks, and the Postmaster General is accordingly unable to entertain 
any claims arising out of the loss of mails on board the “ Maloja.” 





DEFENCE OF THE REALM. 
New Regulations. 
An Order-in-Council, dated 29th February, further amends the 
Regulations (called the “‘ Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regu- 


lations, 1914”), made under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation 
Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the 
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Realm. The Order-in-Council referred to above orders, inter alia, the 
following amendment in the Regulations :— 

3. After Regulation 30a the following regulation shall be in- 
serted :— 

“* 30s. It shall not be lawful for any person on his own behalf 
or on behalf of any other person to sell or buy, or to offer to sell 
or buy, 

(a) any of the following meta!s :—Iron (including pig-iron), 
stee] of all kinds, copper, zinc, brass, lead, antimony, 
nickel, tungsten, molybdenum, ferro-alloys; or 

(b) any other metal which may be specified in an order of 
the Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of 
Munitions as being a metal required for the production 
of any war material, 
unless in the case of a seller the metal to be sold is in the 
possession of the seller or isin the course of production for him, 
or in the case cf a buyer the purchase is made for or on behalf of 
a consumer; and it shall be lawful for the Admiralty or Army 
Council or the Minister of Munitions, or any person authorised 
by them or him for the purpose, to require any person who on 
his own behalf or on behalf of any other person, has sold or 
bought, or offered to sell or buy any such metals, to prove that 
the sale or purchase complies with the requirements of this 
regulation, and if any such person on being so required fails to 
produce satisfactory proof that it does so comply he shall be 
guilty of an offence against these regulations, and if such person 
is a company every director and officer of the company shall also 
be guilty of an offence against these regulations : 

Provided that it shall be lawful for the Admiralty or Army Council 
or the Minister of Munitions by order to exclude from the provisions 
of this regulation any of the metals above mentioned, and whilst any 
such order remains in force this regulation shall have effect as if such 
metal were not mentioned therein.” 


NEW WEIGHTS AND MEASURES LAW IN 
GUERNSEY. 


Date of Operation. 


With reference to the notice on p. 312 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 3rd February relative to a new Weights and Measures 
Law in Guernsey, it is notified that, according to information 
received at the Board of Trade from the Government Office, Guernsey, 
the Law was registered on the Records of the Island on Ist February, 
and will come into force on Ist May, 1916.

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EXTENSION OF MORATORIUM IN RUSSIA. °° 


With reference to the notice on p. 237 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 28th October last, and to previous notices relative to the 
Moratorium and other Government financial measures in Russia 
H.M. Embassy at Petrograd reports that the “ Bulletin of Laws” 
of 2lst January/srd February publishes an Imperial Ukase, 
dated 13th/26th January, prolonging, for a further period of six 
months from the date of expiry, the Moratorium on all Bills of 
Exchange executed previous to 10th/23rd July, 1915, for any term, 
from this date, up to 10th/23rd January, 1916, inclusive, when the 
place of execution or the place of payment of the Bill is in any of the 
following Governments or districts of Governments (being Govern- 
ments and districts in the vicinity of the theatre of war) :—Vilna, 
Grodno, Kovno, Courland, Livonia, Minsk ; in the following districts 
of the Gecvernment of Volhynia :—Vladimir-Volynsk, Dubno, 
Kremenets, Kovel, Luts, Ostrov, Rovno, Staro-Konstantinov; and in 
the following districts of the Government of Podolia :—Kamenets- 
Podolsk and Proskurov. 

A Moratorium for six months is also established from the date of 
expiry of all Bills of Exchange executed previous to 10th/23rd July, 
1915, for any term from 11th/24th January up to 10th/23rd July, 
1916 inclusive, when the place of execution or the place of payment 
of the Bill is any of the above-mentioned Governments or districts of 
Governments. 

During the above-mentioned terms the Bills in question cannot be 
protested, and no steps can be taken to recover upon them. 

The Ukase further empowers the Minister of Finance to extend 
the Moratorium, if necessary, to other portions of the Empire than 
these specified and to extend the period of exemption mentioned.

RUSSIAN PARCEL POST DELAYS. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) reports 
that the ‘ Pravitelstvennei Vyestnik ” (Petrograd) of 13th/26th 
January publishes the following announcement by the Department of 
the Russian Postmaster-General :— 

In view of the frequent complaints by the public as to delays in the 
transport of postal parcels, the Post and Telegraph Department con- 
siders it necessary to give general notice that, in consequence of the 
suspension of the acceptance of goods by railways, most goods are 
now being sent by parcel post, and the number of such parcels has 
increased tenfold. The number of post wagons being insufficient to 
cope with all these parcels, the Department is compelled to despatch 
them by goods trains and, under existing conditions, this means of 
transport is attended with the utmost difficulty and with great delays.

F The issue of the ‘‘ Journal] Officiel” (Paris) of 23rd February 
notifies that the goods of an enemy firm—Hermann Schmid of 
Pnom- Penh, Cambodia—have been sequestered under the provisions 
of the Decree of 27th September, 1914, and the administrator 
appointed is M. Merli, Receveur de Domaines, Pnom-Penh. 





TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN 
FRENCH AND SPANISH ZONES IN MOROCCO, 


H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. White, 
C.M.G.) reports, under date 20th January, that a Convention was 
signed at Madrid on 19th November last, by the representatives of 
the French and Spanish Governments, regulating the telegraphic 
services in their respective zones in Morocco. 

Each Government reserves entire liberty as to laying and exploiting 
telegraph lines within the limits of its own zone. The Spanish 
Government engages to lay and maintain in repair, under special 
arrangements regarding payment of cost, two direct telegraph wires 
and a telephonic circuit with two conductors directly connecting the 
telegraphic system of the French Zone with Tangier. On the other 
hand the French Government enters into a similar engagement as to 
lines connecting the region of the lower Lukkus River with the 
valley of the Wargha. 

The definitive direct line to the French Zone is to follow the line of 
the Tangier-Fez Railway, but until this line is laid the Spanish 
Government undertakes to provide wires along the existing line by 
Arzila, Laraiche, Alcazar and Arbaoua. 

lt is stipulated that the service will be governed by the provisions 
of the International Telegraphic Convention, telegrams between the 
three zones being considered as internal telegrams. ‘The tariff is 
fixed at 10 centimes of a peseta hassani per word for interzonal 
telegrams. 

With regard to external telegrams it is arranged that Morocco 
should be considered as belonging to the European region. The 
tariff for European telegrams is 9 centimes (franc cents) as terminal tax, 
and 7 centimes for transit, whilst for extra-European telegrams these 


taxes amount to 2) centimes. (C. 5,388.)

NEW SILVER ISSUE IN URUGUAY. 


The “ Diario Oficial” (Montevideo) of 10th January publishes a 
Decree authorising the ‘“ Banco de la Repadblica” to contract for and 
effect the re-coining of the silver money issued in the years 1877, 
1893 and 1895, which will be entirely withdrawn from circulation. 
The new issue will be to the extent of 5,000,000 pesos. 

The new money will consist of pieces of one peso and 50 cents. 
Should the Bank consider it necessary it may order the minting of 
silver money of lesser values. 
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TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


NEWFOUNDLAND.—With reference to the notice on p. 464 of the 
“ Board of ‘Trade Journal” of 17th February, relative to trade con- 
ditions in Newfoundland, the following further particula:s furnished 
by the Imperial Trade Correspondent at St. John’s (Mr. H. W. Le 
Messurier), may be of interest :— 

Trade during the past fishing season has been fairly good owing to 
the high prices obtained tor fish and fish products and to the fair cod 
fishery. ‘Trade with Canada and the United States has been larger 
in proportion than during other seasons, trade with the United 
Kingdom having fallen off owing to lack of steamship communication, 
which 1s now restricted to the irregular sailings of one line. Letters 
from the United Kingdom, which before the war reached Newfoundland 
in a week, now take from 15 to 22 days and sometimes longer. 

There is quite a demand at St. John’s for some articles of British 
manufacture which are not obtainable, and similar goods of American 
or Canadian manufacture have to be substituted. As illustrating the 
difficulty of obtaining goods from the United Kingdom, it is men- 
tioned that stocks which should have reached Newfoundland for the 
Christmas trade, did not arrive until 28th December. 

T'he exports of iron ore to Canada and the United Kingdom, and 
of pulp and paper to the latter, will continue to be about the average. 
The seal fishery during the coming year will be carried on by only a 
few wooden ships and possibly one steel steamer, as all other steel 


steamers have been sold to the Russian Government as ice-breakers.

MEXICO.—The “Engineering and Mining Journal” (New York) 
of 5th February publishes the following particulars, received from a 
correspondent at Tampico under date 13th January, regarding the 
present situation in Mexico :— 

Affairs in Mexico have undergone some improvement since the 
Carranza Government was recognised. '‘I'his is largely due to the fact 
that most of the Villista forces have turned to Carranza, and that 
foreigners have entered the country in considerable numbers, 
notwithstanding the fact that there has been no guarantee of life or 
property. For the present, General Carranza has decided to make 
Queretaro his temporary capital. As yet nothing in the way of 
elections is suggested. 

With the resumption of railway traffic, though only on a very 
limited scale, conditions have improved somewhat. It is possible to 
get food and other necessary supplies. Permission has been given to 
some private parties to run trains using their own locomotives 
and goods waggons. A smelting plant at Monterey started work 
again on Ist January, and other plants are expected to resume soon. 

One of the most serious handicaps under which business has to 
struggle is the steadily decreasing value of Carranza currency. 
Immediately after the present Government was recognised, Carranza 
currency jumped to 11 cents gold for a peso. It has since declined, 
until, at the time of writing, it was selling for 5°35 cents for a pero. 
Merchants endeavour to turn their receipts into United States drafts 
or currency every night. The unlimited amount of paper currency 
that was printed by the Villistas may have serious consequences for 
the Carranzistas. 
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UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, it has 
been arranged for H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. 
Milne) to pay an official visit to this country. 

Mr. Milne, who is expected to arrive about the middle of March, will 
be prepared to interview (by appointment) representatives of those firms 
who may be able to see him in London at the offices of the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. He will after- 
wards visit such trade and industrial centres in the United Kingdom 
as it may appear most advantageous to visit in view of applications 
that may be received from firms in or near those centres, and from 
Chambers of Commerce. 

In order that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms who 
may desire to have an interview with Mr. Milne are requested to make 
their application as soon as possible. Such applications should be 
addressed to the Directur, Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. The reference number 
(C.L.B. 4266/16) should be quoted. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner’s visit is particularly opportune at the 
present time, when United Kingdom manufacturers are attempting 
to capture trade hitherto done by enemy firms in Australia, and it is 
anticipated that a very large number of firms will wish to take 
advantage of this opportunity to consult him. Among the matters 
in Australia in regard to which he is prepared to give information 
and advice are the appointment of agents, methods of marketing and 
distribution, terms of payment, names of probable buyers of British 
goods, statistics of imports, and rates of Customs duties. 

It may be stated that one of the principal duties of H.M. Trade 
Commissioners is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if 
possible in advance, any opportunities which may arise in the 
Dominions in the form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way 
for the development of British trade. ‘The Commissioners also report 
to the Board periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competi-- 
tion and other matters of commercial interest, including changes in 
Customs duties and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes 
in regard to means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and 
commerce; and they furnish periodically classified lists of importers 
and buyers iu the Dominions. A good deal of the information s0 
furnished is published by the Commercial Intelligence Branch in the 
“ Board of ‘I'rade Journal,” some is communicated to Chambers of 
Commerce likely to be specially interested and to those United King- 
dom firms whose names are inscribed in the Special Register of the 
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United Kingdom Trade with Australia. 





Commercial Intelligence Branch (see notice on p. 602), and some— 
e.g., lists of names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs 
regulations affecting particular matters, and similar information—is 
filed at the Commerciai Intelligence Branch for the information of 
firms and persons interested who may apply, either personally or by 
letter. | 
The Trade Commissioners also reply to all enquiries which may‘be 
addressed to them by British manufacturers and merchants, but itjis 
enerally desirable that enquiries should be made first of the 
mmercial Intelligence Branch, which is often in possession of the 
information sought, and is thus in a position to save enquirers much 
delay. (C.1.B. 4,266.) 





TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
for which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(6) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to he informed. 

Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and if so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first instance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 


the Branch is already in possession of the required information. 
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POSSIBILITIES OF INDUSTRIAL EXPANSION IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


Report of Inter-State Commission. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is in 
receipt of a copy of a Report on the possibility of establishing new 
industries in Australia, by the Inter-State Commission of Australia, 
from which the following summary has been made :— 

It is of first importance to consider the distinction between 
industries for export and those for the supply of the home market. 
In its general report on manufacturing industries in Australia* 
the Commission expressed the opinion that— 

It cannot well be anticipated that, in the open markets of the world 
Australia may successfully compete with the manufactured products of 
cheap labour, or with the manufactured products of those countries 
whose larger populations enable them to manufacture in quantities 
much larger, and consequently at a cost much less, than is possible 
in Australia under present conditions. No anxiety need be felt in 
regard to Australian export trade in those natural products for which 
there is an increasing world-wide demand; but there are numerous 
articles of manufacture, the market for which is limited now, and which, 
in all probability, will be limited in the future, to the confines of 
Australia. 

If these conclusions are correct, it follows that the export trade of 
Australia will continue for some time to be limited in character, and 
will consist of the primary products of the soil rather than of 
the products of secondary industries. 

It would be difficult to discriminate, so far as industrial and 
commercial value is concerned, between industries which at present 
do not exist at all in Australia, and industries which are already 
established, and in which a considerable expansion may be looked for 
if the Commission’s proposalsf for their encouragement by the 
granting of bounties or adjustments of tariffs are adopted. In some 
instances industries reported upon by the Commission have been of 
so little importance in Australia that, should they be successfully 
developed, they would be practically new industries. It is not 
claimed that it would be possible by the expansion of Australian 
industries to displace the whole of the imports into Australia in the 
near future; but it is hoped, if the recommendations of the Com- 
mission are made effective, that an important proportion of imports 
will be displaced, and that the extent of such displacement by goods 
of Australian manufacture wil] be greater each year. 


Possibility of capturing enemy trade.—'The Commission conceives 
that it may be useful to put forward considerations as to the 
possibilities of Australian manufacturers capturing enemy trade, and 
has prepared the following table showing the value of imports into 
Australia from enemy countries, as compared with the value of the 
products of existing Australian industries :—

These figures present in its actual perspective the business advantage 
that would be possible if all the imports from enemy countries were 
replaced by Australian manufactures. ‘The facts are somewhat dis- 
appointing to the hopes of a great expansion at the expense of 
imports from enemy countries. It is, perhaps, due to a lack of 
appreciation of the recent strides in manufacturing production in 
Australia that the fact has not been widely realised that Australia 
now produces in manufactured articles alone nearly 25 times the 
total of imports from Germany and Austria, whether of raw materials 
or of manufactures. It may be added that the volume of trade 
represented by the Australian factory output in the six years 
tabulated above showed an increase of 62 per cent., or an average for 
six years of a little more than 10 per cent. for each year. The 
existing proportion of imports from enemy countries will be lowered 
further if the Commission’s suggestions for increased duties on many 
items, and for increased preference to the United Kingdom in 
individual instances, are adopted. 

A further important question arises from a consideration of the extent 
to which Australian manufacturers may capture the former trade in 
German and Austrian goods, namely, to what extent such trade may 
be captured with profit to Australia. The imports from Germany and 
Austria in 1913 included piece- goods, cotton and linen, silk, velvets and 
velveteens, to the value of £447,000; these are goods which, under 
present conditions, are not likely to be made in Australia. There 
were also included minor articles of wide variety, necessary for Austra- 
lian manufacturers, engaged in the manufacture of hats and caps, and 
boots and apparel, to the value of £493,000. There were also gloves, 
drugs, optical and surgical instruments, metal leaf and foil, and cutlery 
to the value of £410,000. Apart from these, there was a large value 
representing electrical and other machinery and appliances, for which 
it is very doubtful whether the demand in Australia would justify 
investment of capital for plant and manufacture owing to the infinite 
variety, and the limited number, of individual machines or appli- 
ances, &c. necessary for Australian requirements. While many of the 
articles enumerated above are not likely to be made in Australia for 
some years, yet the imports of these, after the war, need not neces- 
sarily be from countries with which the Empire is now at war. 


Conclusions as to new industries—If by new industries is mean 
industries which have not yet been attempted in Australia, few suc 
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have been brought to the notice of the Commission. If, however, a 
broader view is taken of the term, so as to include the expansion of 
industries already existing and their development into new branches 
of production, many opportunities have been pointed out for such 
expansion and development. So far as those industries which are 
already in existence in Australia are concerned, it has been shown 
that there is opportunity for greater enterprise, better efficiency and 
a wider output. The efforts of the Commission have been mainly 
devoted to the further expansion of existing industries in which 
capital has been invested and labour trained in expert work. 

The iron and steel industry promises an expansion in industrial 
activity exceeding by far anything which may be looked for from any 
other industry. If the iron and steel industry is successful, Australia 
will be able to supply her own requirements in many kinds of goods 
not now made in the Commonwealth. Attention is also directed to 
the following industries, for the products of which a large demand 
exists : Copper wire, rod, tubes and sheet from the copper which is 
produced in Australia in abundance; tops, yarn and the weaving of 
woollen fabrics from Australian raw material, which is equal if not 
superior to that obtainable elsewhere ; the saving and utilisation of 
the immense quantities of fats and oils, the by-products of wool 
scouring, at present run to waste; improvement of the process of 
tanning and preparation of leathers, so that their reputation may 
command a demand in foreign markets in preference to the hides 
from which they are made; investigation as to the possibility of 
obtaining tanning extracts of commercial value from barks other than 
wattle ; the prospect of the profitable production of alkalis from the 
natural salt deposits of South and Western Australia ; the economic 
production of wood pulp from the fibre of the forest trees of Australia 
or from other material which may be successfully cultivated for the 
purpose ; the production of alum and potash from the local deposits 
of alunite, one of which, in the county of Gloucester (N.S.W.) 
is said to be one of thé most remarkable in the world; 
the systematic exploration of promising localities in Australia with 
a view to the possible discovery of natural petroleum deposits; the 
manufacture of tinplate from Australian raw material; the possible 
utilisation of cheap water power for the purpose of the manufacture of 
calcium carbide; the local cultivation of the better qualities of 
tobacco ; the local manufacture of margarine, for which there is an 
immense market abroad; the growing of flax for fibre and linseed ; 
the manufacture of zinc oxide; and the cheapening of the cost of 
sugar for manufacturing purposes. 

These are merely typical cases of the possibilities of new industries 
in connection with which Australian raw materials may be utilised, 
but, naturally, these industries may only be undertaken after careful 
investigation and the ascertainment of facts which would encourage 
the investment of capital.

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MACHINERY TRADE OF NEW ZEALAND IN 1914.* 


Mr. W. G. Wickham, late H.M. Trade Commissioner for New 
Zealand, now H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa, has 
furnished the following particulars relative to imports of machinery 
into New Zealand in 1914 :— 

Of the total value of the imports of machinery into New Zealand 
in 1914, about one-half paid duty under the preferential taf. The 
electrical machinery and cables imported are almost entirely for 
lighting, telegraph, and telephone purposes. Of the imports of 
internal combustion engines, more than half are for motor cycles and 
motor boats. A further deduction for agricultural and dairy machines, 
and domestic and office appliances, leaves an exceedingly small residue 
available for industrial purposes. 

The following table shows the total value of imports of machinery 
into New Zealand in 1914 under the new classification, imports from 
the United Kingdom being especially distinguished :—

Taking first those items which come under the preferential tariff 
such competition as there was in steam engines was American. 
Most of this is accounted for under the heading “ locomotives.” The 
heading ‘“‘ internal combustion engines” has been divided and shows 
separately the engines for motor cycles which were almost entirely 
British. The other group included all the stationary engines, as well 
as those for motor boats. ‘The latter were almost all supplied from 
America. Apparently, United Kingdom manufacturers have hitherto 








* The New Zealand Government have recently remodelled their system of collecting 
and presenting trade statistics, and the figures upon which Mr. Wickham’s report is 
based have only lately become available. Mr. Wickham writes that these figures for 
1914 are of special interest and importance, inasmuch as they are tne first to be

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not been disposed to take up either the manufacture or the sale 
of these motor-boat engines very seriously, when they had the assis- 
tance of a preferential duty of 20 per cent. against American engines, 
and, as the preference has now been reduced to 10 per cent., it seems 
unlikely that they will do better in future. 

The statistical headings relating to electrical goods have in the year 
under review been amplified, and now yield information of some 
interest and value. In every line the United States was the chief 
competitor, with Germany following at a long distance. It is satis- 
factory to know that two-thirds of the generators, motors and 
transformers imported came from the United Kingdom, and more 
than half of the lamps and fittings. 

Of unspecified machinery and parts the United States supplied 
over 20 per cent. Of the small import of laundry machinery two- 
thirds was American. 

In the groups of machinery where competition is open and no pre- 
ferential duties apply, the United Kingdom made a poor show in 
1914. Leaving out of account insulated electrical cables, only a bare 
one-third of the remainder was of British make. 

The trade in agricultural machinery was divided between the 
United Kingdom, Canada and the United States; in 1914 the United 
Kingdom supplied £54,400 worth (of which no less than £39,000 
represented unspecified machines, material and parts), Canada £41,000 
worth, and the United States £65,000 worth. Agricultural machinery 
is now sub-divided under 15 specific headings, such as drills, harrows, 
reapers, ploughs, threshing machines, &c. The imports under these 
15 heads yield totals as follows:—United Kingdom £14,071, Canada 
£32.881, and the United States £45,138. There is no single item, 
with the exception of the unimportant one of chaff cutters, in which 
the United Kingdom had any sort of monopoly. The United 
Kingdom provided only half of the imports of threshing machines, 
and the United States two-thirds of the shearing and clipping 
machines and all the wool presses. 

Office requisites, ¢.¢e., typewriters, calculating machines and cash 
registers, were all American, with the exception of £3,000 worth of 
typewriters. 

As regards knitting and sewing machines, Germany was the only 
competitor with the United Kingdom with respect to the former. In 
sewing machines, however, the United States did three-fourths of the 
trade, and the other quarter was divided equally between the United 
Kingdom and Germany. A parallel case is to be found in type- 
setting and casting machines which ure specifically exempted from the 
preferential duty to which all other printing machinery is liable. As 
a result, though the whole of this machinery might easily be supplied 
from British works, in 1914 only £3,000 worth came from the United 
Kingdom as against £13,000 worth from America. ‘Telephones in the 
past provided a similar instance of goods being consistently supplied 
to the New Zealand market from foreign works when they might 
easily have been supplied from works in the United Kingdom. 

Of machine tools the United Kingdom supplied nearly two-thirds ; 
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the remainder was shared by the United States and Germany, the 
latter country being credited with 5 per cent. 

Of the considerable importation of insulated electrical cable and 
wire Germany supplied about 12 per cent. of the general trade. 
Importation in 1914 by the New Zealand Government included ship- 
ments of German origin valued at £7,500. (C. 724.)

Compared with the corresponding areas sown last season, the above 
estimates represent, in the case of France, decreases of 8°6, 11:4, 33°4 
and 11°6 per cent. respectively for wheat, rye, barley and oats, and in 
the case of Spain increases of 6, 21 and 17 per cent. for wheat, 
barley and oats, and a decrease of 5 per cent. for rye. 

The extent of winter wheat sown in Canada is given at 1,100,000 
acres, or 14°9 per cent. less than the corresponding area sown in 
1914-15. 





NEW PROCESS OF HARDENING BEAN OIL IN JAPAN. 


H.M. Consul at Dairen (Mr. H. G. Parlett) reports that a company 
is in process of formation locally for the exploitation of a new 
process for hardening bean oil by combining it with hydrogen. The 
exact method is kept secret, but the experiments are said to have 
been successful. The capital of the company is to be 1,000,000 yen 
(about £102.000), in 20,000 shares of 50 yen (about £5 2s.) each, of 
which 10,0U0 shares will be taken by the founders of the concern, 7,000 
by the South Manchurian Railway Company, and 3,000 will be offered 
for public subscription. It is hoped by the promoters of this company 
that the hardened oil, either in this form or in the further manutfac- 
tured shape of stearine or glycerine, will find a ready market in the 
Far East. and that it will eventually take the place of tallow in the 
makiny of candles and soap. (C.1.B. 7,024.) 
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GERMAN PREDOMINANCE IN RUSSIAN TRADE. 

H.M. Consul at Petrograd (Mr. A. W. Woodhouse) reports that 
when war broke out the sudden cessation of the import trade of 
Russia brought into prominent notice the fact that Russia had 
obtained nearly 53 per cent. of her imports from Germany. 
Although this fact had been patent to the Russian Department 
of Customs, to the British Consulate (which has drawn atten- 
tion to this matter in its published annual reports), and to all 
students of Russian statistics, yet its realisation took the Russian 
public by surprise. 

Gradually German trade and capital have become paramount 
in Russia. A_ special Committee was formed by Moscow 
merchants to inquire into the question cf the extent of the trade 
captured by Germans, and to report on the measures to be 
adopted for dealing with the situation. The Committee found 
that even such branches of industry as cotton weaving, con- 
sidered to be purely Russian, had got into German hands. The 
Cotton Exchange at Moscow was almost, if not entirely, under 
German control. Consequently, all cotton brokers were Germans, 
and American cotton was imported into Russia only through 
Bremen. Out of a total of 85,528 bales of American cotton im- 
ported into Petrograd in 1913, 40,156 bales came vid Bremen, 
Hamburg and Liibeck; 4,183 bales vid Copenhagen ; 36,038 bales 
vid British ports; and the balance, 5,151 bales, probably were 
shipped direct. Whatever may have been the nationality of the 
vessel which took the cotton to German ports, none but German 
vessels carried it to Russia, except perhaps a few bales now and 
then by a Danish or Swedish vessel, when no German ship was 
available at the time. 

Besides the foregoing, the Germans have practically mono- 
polised the following branches of trade and industry in Russia :— 

Copper was in the hands of a syndicate called “* Med,’’ which 
also controlled some large metallurgical enterprises; dye works 
were neariy all German; the tea trade, formerly exciusively Rus- 
sian, had become almost entirely German; and trade in zinc, 
building material and scythes was in German and Austro- 
Hungarian hands. 

Of electro-technical works with an aggregate share capital of 
20,000,000 roubles, 17,000,000 roubles, or 85 per cent., belonged 
in 1914 to German firms. In the Far East the destruction of 
German mercantile trade has cut off supplies of salt, iron and 
steel goods, &c., which came exclusively from Germany. Freights 
by German vessels were so low that it was impossible for Russian 
produce to compete at all, and trade in the Amur and maritime 
districts was almost entirely in the hands of German firms. 
Russian trade in Mongolia was controlled by Hamburg. The 
Siberian fur trade was entirely in German hands. 

Generally speaking, the whole country has been roused to a lively 
sense of the abnormal state of bondage it has gradually allowed 
itself to fall into, and is exerting itself to throw off the German 
yoke. It is determined to foster its own industries wherever 
economically possible, and to turn to friendly countries for such 
commodities as it cannot as yet produce at home. 
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The following table shows the value of the foreign trade of 
Russia (European, Russo-Finnish and Black Sea frontiers) with 
all countries, and with the United Kingdom and Germany in 
particular, during the years 1912-1914 :—

Imports into Russia from Germany in the first six months of 
1914 amounted in value to 352,200,000 roubles, as compared with 
283,700,000 roubles in the corresponding period of 1918, while 
exports from Russia to Germany in the first half of 1914 amounted 
to 219,500,000 roubles, which considerably exceeded the value 
during the corresponding period of 1913, which amounted to 
195,700,000 roubles. (A.R. 9.) 


The British Vice-Consul at Moscow (Mr. E. B. St. Clair) points 
out that the Germans monopolised the trade in certain goods in 
Russia; this was the case with hops, bristles, furs, timber, wool, 
sheep-guts, flax, chemicals and drugs, &c. All over Russia there 
were German agents who bought up Russian produce and sold 
it at very fair profits. Nuremberg was the hop fair for the 
world, and Polish and Volhynian hops were sold there under 
German trade-marks. The Lithuanian and Polish timber trade 
was in the hands of the German wholesale dealers, and raw 
timber was worked in German timber mills in Memel, Schulitz, 
&e. Leipzig was the world’s fair for bristles, chiefly obtained 
from Russia. The wool trade was in the hands of a few German 
firms. The Leipzig Industrial Fair attracted a large number of 
Russian buyers every year, and, besides this, the Germans had 
unofficial showrooms of samples in the principal Russian trade 
centres. 

Judging from the Russian press there now seems to be a general 
tendency to free Russia from German dependency. The intention 
seems to be serious, and there is an idea of developing home indus- 
try and doing away with German agents. The moment may not 
be opportune to start fresh industries, owing to the present trans 
port and import difficulties, high railway tariffs, &c., as well as 
the high price of fuel. To build up her industries rationally 
Russia will no doubt require foreign capital, and there will be 
good openings for British capitalists and enterprising people.

The Secretary of State for India 
has decided that till Ist March, 1916, documents accompanied by 
goods destined for Switzerland, and consigned to the Société Suisse 
de Surveillance Economique will be considered to be in order so far 
as clearance from an Indian port is concerned, provided declaration 
that the goods are a consignment to the Société Suisse de Sur- 
veillance Economique is made before shipment, and referred to on the 
bill of lading, and that the Society’s acceptance certificate, which will 
be obtained by the ultimate consignee during the voyage, is produced 
at the port of disembarkation. It will still be necessary that appli- 
cations to ship to Switzerland, under licence, goods the export of 
which to that country is prohibited by notification, should be referred 
by the Collectors of Customs to the Government of India for orders.”

These new 
Regulations are based on the Customs legislation in force in France, 
in so far as the latter can be adapted to the local necessities of the 
Colony. The Regulations deal in detail with the procedure to be 
followed in respect of the importation, exportation, transit and 
warehousing of goods (including provisions as to the declaration of 
goods for Customs purposes), the procedure in cases of dispute as to 
the kind, quality, origin or value of imported goods (expertise),

So 
long as this sale was limited there was no objection to it, but there 
are grounds for fearing that sales to foreign countries will assume 
larger proportions than can be considered permissible, having regard 
to national interests, and therefore this special legislation appears 
necessary.

> at tpn gate assented to by the Governor of South Australia on 
teenth, hnatuaiin 23rd December, for the regulation of the sale of 
fruit, &c. in South Australia. The Act, which will 
come into force on Ist October, 1916, enacts that no person shall sell 
or buy fruit which, with certain exceptions, is not contained in one or 
more standard cases as defined in a Schedule to the Act. Registra- 
tion of buyers of fruit for export is provided for and every registered 
buyer shall keep, or cause to be kept, a record of the name and 
address of the person from whom fruit is bought, date of purchase, 
the quantity (stated in standard bushel cases), the places to which 

such fruit is to be exported, &Xc.

ITALY: 


The British Vice-Consul at Milan (Mr. T. D. Dunlop) has furnished 
the following information regarding the conditions 

Timber Trade. _in the timber trade of Italy, based on an article in 

the Italian forestry review “ L’Alpe” written by 
two officials of the Agrarian Committee of the Secretarial Depart- 
ment of the Commander-in-Chief :— 

In an average year Italy’s requirements of resinous wood amounts 
to 3,500,000 cubic metres, of which only 500,000 cubic metres are 
of national production. The present difficulties in the timber 
trade are explained by the fact that (1) imports of timber have almost 
ceased since the beginning of the war; (2) national production is 
insufficient to take the place of imports; (3) consumption for the 
army and national industries has increased concurrently with a pro- 
gressive diminution of stocks; and (4) {prices have trebled for the 
consumer. 

With the stoppage of imports of timber from Roumania and Russia, 
and with Sweden and Norway unable to supply the demands of Western 
Europe, Switzerland had to increase tenfold her slender export of 
sawn timber to Italy, but this only represented 4 or 5 per cent. 
of Italy’s normal imports. Thus the war has not only stopped 
imports from Austria, but has reduced imports from other countries 
to a trifling figure, even when compared with normal times. The 
war zone, which normally supplied about three-fifths of the resinous 
timber produced in Italy, has in 1915 yielded a very scanty contribu- 
tion, owing to the scarcity of labour and of the means of transport. 

Owing to Austrian stocks also being exhausted, and the small 
likelihood that they will be renewed by fresh cuttings during the 
war, it is reasonable to assume that prices will remain high for at 
least a year after the cessation of hostilities. It is estimated that 
Italy’s requirements in 1916 will be at least 2,000,000 cubic metres, 
of which 500,000 cubic metres will have to be imported. 

In forwarding the foregoing particulars, H.M. Consul at Milan 
(Mr. J. H. Towsey) calls attention to the increased imports into 
Italy of timber from the United States, which, as regards common 
wood, squared or sawn in lengths, now occupies the leading position. 
The fact that before the war the United States exported 153,800 tons 
of sawn timber to Italy (about 124 per cent. of the total import of 
sawn timber) shows that there is a market in Italy for North 
American timber even in times of peace.

Part II.—Unemployment. 
Application to the Umpire. 

In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received application for a 
decision as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following classes of persons :— 


355. Workmen engaged in making steel tubes into Bottles or 
Cylinders for containing gases. 


Any representations with reference to the above application 
may be made in writing to the Umpire by, or on behalf of, any work- 
man or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of 
the Umpire, 47, Victoria Street, London, S.W., on or before 
16th March, 1916. 


Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his 
decision on the above application on or after 20th March, 1916. 


EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS, 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application. 





The decisions of the Umpire upon the foregoing will be announced im 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” in due course.
